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‘Resurgence Of Racism, 
Is Sweeping The Land’ 


Time to ‘hit the streets’, Nat’l Baptist head says

There's a battle going on in America 
today, Rev. Dr: Henry Lyons said recent- 
ly. A resurgence of racism is sweeping 
the land, the head of the National Baptist 
Conference said recently. “For the first 
time since the 1960s, I'm using words 
like ‘overt racism'." Over the past 25 
years, Lyons, who was in Columbus to 
address the 44th annua! Simultaneous 
Revival, racism “became underground.” 

But with the shifting tides of the polliti- 
cal movement -- in which there is a public 
effort to roll back affirmative action gains, 
and slash welfare spending -- “now, 
(racism) is on top of the table. You can 
see it and identify it." 

And drastic times call for drastic 
measures, the clergyman and spokes- 
man for several million Black Saptisis 
said.. Lyons asserted that it is time for 
Blacks to return to the scenes and 
Strategies of the 1960s'to fight the battle 
for equality in the 1990s. 

“We're calling on the churches to hit 
the streets, and take our message to the 
streets, just like the 1960s,"'said Lyons, 
pastor of Bethel Metropolitan Baptist 


Church in St. Petersburg, Fla. "Because 
the attempt is to turn us back to the 
1950s, to take away ail our rights and 
privileges.” 

Lyons was elected president of the 
National Baptist Convention in Septem- 
ber, replacing longtime conference head 
Rev. TJ. Jemison, He sees his election 
as representative of a new militancy 
among the nation’$ Black Baptists 

| would hope that | would bring that 
to this convention,” Lyons said. “We 
have a moral obligation to do whatever it 
takes to call attention to the injustice in 
this country.” 

Lyons said that the conservative 
movement has effectively demonized 
Black and poor people in America, and 
intensified divisions between Blacks and 
whites 

Despite the fact that welfare repre- 
sents a small percentage of the federal 
budget -- and that Blacks are not a 
majority of those receiving welfare -- it 
has become “a call word and watch word 
to incite even good white people to riot,”

"This development will create addi-

Drug sweeps make the Short North safer for residents

Columbus residents of the Short North 
area will now feel safer. On Friday, a 
federal grand jury handed down indict- 
ments on 46 people they believe are 
members of a Columbus gang known as 
the Short North Posse. This is the largest 
indictment ever in the 48-county 
Southern District of Ohio. 

The indictments were the result of a 
collaboration between local and federal 
undercover officers. The raids were con- 


* ducted by Columbus Police, U.S. deputy 


marshals and agents for the U.S. Bureau 
of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms. 

Columbus Police Officers have been 
working on the crinie problem in the Short 
North for six years. But without the stiff 
penalties those convicted were ag 
paroled. With the federal sentences, of- 
fenders won't be back on the streéts as 
soon. 

This was a long-term investigation that 
required close cooperation and coordina- 
tion at the local, state and federal levels," 
U.S. Attorney Edmund A. Sargus, Jr. 
said. “Law enforcement officers risked 
their lives during this investigation and it 
is onty through their high level of protes- 
sional conduct and training that we were 
able to coordinate such a massive and 
successful operation." * 


The gang members were charged with 
conspiracy to manufacture and sell crack 
cocaine in the area they controlled: The 
area is located between OSU campus 
and downtown. 

“This is a group that typically took over 
a neighborhood," Columbus Police Com- 
mander Nick Panzera said. "There is no

doubt that the people in the neighbor- 
hood were in fear.” 

According to police the gang had set 
up crack manufacturing houses and were 
heavily armed in order to protect them- 
selves, They communicated using cel- 
lular phones and pagers. The deais were 
made, often in broad daylight, in apart- 
ments, and outside of commercial estab- 
lishments. 


With the Federal government involve- 
ment the suspects face longer sentences 
because certain crimes carry mandatory 
sentencing. Carrying guns is a separate 
offense from selling drugs. If convicted 
one suspect faces up to 35 years in 
prison, eight face 15 years, 24 face at 
least ten years in prison and all face at 
least five years. ’ 

Narcotics and firearms-related 
violence plague our nation’s cities both 
large and small," said Charles E. Wal- 
lace, special agent in charge, Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms. “itis only 
through partnerships like the one ATF 
has forged with the Columbus Division of 
Police and U.S. Attorney Sargus that we 
can begin to deal effectively with this 
problem." 

Due to the success of the past year of 
work Columbus can expect to see more 
federal and city collaborations.

Panzera gave thanks for the help he 
received from the Ohio State Highway 
Patrol and the beat officers or officers’in 
uniforms, “Without them we wouldn't be 
seeing these numbers," Panzera said.

Foster has an “impeccable 
record" as a physician and.a con- 
cerned social leader, who has been 
actively engaged in preventing 
teenaged pregnancy, Lyons said 
But Foster's opponents are 
engaged in familiar behavior -- at- 
tacking the Black candidate 

“We are sick and tired of Black 
men in particular being castigated 
castrated, and humiliated the 
minute one ascribes to a position 
other than janitor," Lyons said 
‘(Foster) doesn't deserve it." 

Foster said the reaction was typi 
cal of.a new movement -- a move 
ment in which "Republicanism (is) 
equated with Christianity." It is a 
movement with which he fervently 
disagrees 

“There are Christians to the right, 
and Christians that are right," Lyons 
said, "And |'mon that ‘right side."" 


The abortion issue is one on 
which there is a tremendous dif- 
ference between the Black Baptists 
and the Christian Right 

"Christians on the right seem to 
be only concerned about life in the 
womb," Lyons said. "This is the 
same crowd that is busy cutting out 
school lunch, and Head Start, and 
attacking affirmative action, They 
are quite willing to put mothers and 
children out on the street, and cut 
them off in terms of welfare reform 
That bothers me tremendously."

Solon seeks answers on state loan programs

As the beleaguered Minority 
Development Financing Commis- 
sion fights for its life in the state's 
budget process, a Columbus legis- 
lator is questioning whether the pro- 
gram has been singled out for 
special treatment 

State Rep. Otto Beatty, in a letter 
to Ohio Department of Develop- 
ment director Donald Jakeway, has 
requested information on how all 
the state's loan programs are being 
operated. 

Beatty's request is "to determine 
if it is necessary to treat-minority 
loans with more scrutiny than other 
loan programs under the Depart- 
ment of Development." 

The MDFC has been under in- 
tense scrutiny in recent weeks. It 
began with a loan request by Lima

auto dealer Michael Pruitt in which 
there were inconsistencies with 
Pruitt's loan application. It has con- 
tinued with allegations that some 
MDFC commissioners may have 
had conflicts of interests by their 
voting on matters before the com- 
mission with companies with whom 
they are doing business 

And in between, a story in the 
Cleveland Plain Dealer noted that 
the MDFC’s loan program jhad a 
default rate of 23 percent --.thréé 
times the 8 percent level of other 
state loan programs, and*23 times 
the level of private banks, The 
Plain Dealer article included allega- 
tions of sloppy staff work in evaluat- 
ing loans; poor record-keeping; and 
a lack of monitoring of the loans 
under the program's auspices 

The allegations of wrongdoing 
have prompted an investigation by 
the State Highway Patrol. At the 
same time, the legislature has 
ten into the act. State Sen. Roy Ray 
of Akron has urged the elimination 
of the MDFC, and there is language 
in the state's biennial budget which 
would transfer the board's power to 
make loans and bonds to the direc- 
tor of the Department of Develop- 
ment 

Atthe same time, the MDFC loan 
program has its defenders. Colum- 
bus activist Walter Cates has ar- 
gued that the MDFC has been 
helpful in assisting minority busi- 
nesses, and should not be 
eliminated 

Gov. George Voinovich has al- 
teady expressed concerns regard- 
ing the operation of the MDFC. 
According to Mike Dawson, a 
spokesperson for Gov. Voinovich 
the governor's goal is to "make (the 
MDFC) accountable, to hold it to the 
same standard as the state holds its 
other loan programs to. Those 
loans should go through the same 
crutiny as other loans get, and they 
currently do not. And that has to 
stop." 

The governor has proposed the 
change in the budget which would 
restructure the MDFC, and place it 
more firmly under the wing of the 
Department of Development. “He's 
going to do whatever's necessary 
to straighten out the program,"

In his letter to Jakeway, Beatty 
suggested the possibility of another 
alternative: “perhaps it would be a 
good idea to place all loan 
programs under your direct super- 
vision and approval and add lan- 
guage in the budget that 10% of all

The state's biennial budget bill, 
in which the changes in the MDFC 
are located, is currently a heard 
in the Ohio House of Repre- 
sentatives.

Clinton defends affirmative action 


resident Clinton has come through on a major 

promise that he made to the Black community 

during his election campaign in 1992. At a 
convention sponsored by the Democratic Leadership 
Council, a group that he once headed that is now on 
record as being opposed to affirmative action, the 
President told the Call and Post that he had a pian that 
would benefit all Americans, and that would give 
minorities a chance to succeed. 

Now, with the shift in control of the Congress, con- 
servative Republicans have targeted affirmative action 
programs. On the surtace, the cuts in affirmative action 
are supposedly being made to offset wholesale tax 
relief for the wealthy and corporations, hardly a noble 
cause in itself. In reality, the attacks on the programs 
are to us, merely the "angry while men" getting even 
afier several years of what they perceive as unfair 
preferences for Blacks in college admissions, hiring 
and participation in government and private sector 
contracts, 


We wouldn't expect most whites of this generation 
to understand the necessity of these programs. Many 
of them probably don't even remember police dogs 
keeping Black students away from schools, fire hoses 
keeping us away from public accommodations and poll 
taxes preventing us from voting, Even if they remem- 
ber, the concept of a level playing field is unacceptable 
if their own interests weigh in the balance. Simply 
Stated, they want it all now. 

That is why we commend President Clinton for 
taking whal has now become an unpopular stand in the 
Capitol, in his support for the concept of affirmative 
action, The President has said that he feels that our 
nation has benefitted from these programs and that he 
is opposed to those who would use the issue to divide 
the country along racial lines. We hope that like-minded 
members of Congress will be able to support the Presi- 
dent on this issue, so that the gains made over the last 
80 years will not be lost. 


A questionable indictment 


hen the“’BI arrested the daughter of Mal- 
colm X, Qubilah Bahiyah Shabazz, and ac- 
cused her of plotting to kill Louis Farrakhan, 
the allegation resulted in suspicion in the Black com- 
munity -- even by the person who was the object of the 
plot 
Many Blacks, including Farrakhan, questioned 
whether the FBI -- which had a history of antagonism 
to the civil rights movement and-involvement in ques- 
tionable intelligence against the Black radical groups -- 
was sincere in ils investigation, or whether it was simply 
another bid to smear Black leadership 
And as the details of the case emerged, the whispers 
regarding the government's actions grew louder, Itwas 
revealed that Michael Fitzpatrick, the man who was 
making the allegations against Shabazz, had a shady 
history, which included allegations of cocaine dealing 
as well as spying against Jewish groups. 
Now, even more has been revealed about. 
Fitzpatrick -- and it does not look good for the federal 
government, Ata hearing in St. Paul, Minn., Fitzpatrick 


admitted that He had contracted with the federal 
sd Lea for $45,000 to gain information against 
ihabazz; had already been paid $34,000, and was 
expecting to receive the rest. 
_ Fitzpatrick has lived the good life on the federal 
government. While he had been accused of cocaine 
dealing, because of his work in the Shabazz case, he 
has been placed in the federal witness protection pro- 
gram. In addition to getting paid by the government, 
he has been relocated, | 

And he had been in the program before: when he 
informed against a Jewish group involved in a bombing 
-- a bombing in which he had also been involved. 

{t is clear that Fitzpatrick is a man of questionable 
character. It is disturbing that the federal government 
has been paying this man, apparently for the sole 
purpose of getting information.on Qubilah Shabazz. 

If anyone wonders why Blacks are often willing to 
believe the worst conspiracies regarding law enforce- 
ment authorities, the Shabazz case certainly 
demonstrales one reason why. 


Cabinet under fire 


he Clinton Administration brought a breath of 

fresh air to the Capitol just over two years ago, 

as we witnessed an unprecedented number of 
Blacks and Hispanics who were given cabinet-level 
appointments. In fact, the reality of so much high level 
Participation by minorities in government must have 
been too much for some, as the President's noble 
experiment is crumbling. 

First, it was Agriculture Secretary Mike Espy, who 
was ostengibly forced to resign over using some com- 
plimentary football tickets, Next, the President was 
forced by the media to release Surgeon General 
Joycelyn Elders over comments made by her that 
unfortunately played into the hands of groups that 
never wanted her to have the position in the first place. 

Now, Secretary of Commerce Ron Brown faces yet 
another round of what seemingly has become a con- 
linuing Mvestigation of his past business affairs, In 
addition, Transportation Secretary Pena and Housing

ing Commission. This Commission is the approval 

authority for loan programs that are administered under 

the Ohio Department of Development that enable Black

Those who do 
not like to see Blacks in such high positions are having 
a field day, as the President's cabinet could theoretical- 
ly end up with no minorities by the end of his term. 

Of equal concern is the chilling effect that this could 
all have on future appointments, We are alteady seeing 
a little of that with the Foster nomination. After all, if our 
most talented Blacks feel that it is "open season" on 
Black and minority appointees, few will even bother to 
apply in the future.

appear to be a great investigative piece on a troubled 
agency to some, is, in reality based in a dissatisfaction 
with the theoretical basis for the existence of this and 
similar programs, which are designed to make finano- 
ing available to Blacks and others who have been 
traditionally denied access to credit markets.

Cong. Deborah Pryce is a

concerned about the community generally, temperate 
in demeanor, and not ideologically rigid. 

But at a press conference in Washington last week, 
Pryce was a spokesperson for a group of Republican 
congresswomen who felt under tremendous altack. 

“Here you see us," Pryce said at the press con- 
ference. "Now, do we look like ogres?" 

Pryce and the other Republican congresswomen 
talked about their lives as and experiences -- some as 
mothers, some as teachers, all as women who are 
concerned about the problems facing poor people. 

Why such a public and dramatic defense? It reflects 
a@ growing consensus regarding the nature of the 
Republican “contract”, 

The topic was welfare, The issue was a Republican 
- measure that would dramatically restructure the wel- 
fare system -- a major part of Newt Gingrich's "Contract 
with America" that was to be voted on in the Congress’ 
first.100 days. 

And the problem was that the terms of the welfare 
reform package were viewed by Democrats -- and 
even some Republicans -- as so onerous that it had 
created a tremendous split in Congress. 

The House Republicans, led by Gingrich, House 
Majority Leader Richard Armey, House Budget Chair- 
man John Kasich, and Florida coin @ Clay Shaw, have 
pushed a welfare reform package which was sweeping 
in its scope. It would restructure the Aid to Families 
with Dependent (AFDC) program and three other re- 
lated programs into a “Temporary Assistance for 
Needy Families" block grant, and send it down to the 
states with few federal strings but also with no in- 
creased federal dollars and no mandate that all eligible 
recipients be served. mt a 

It would refuse welfare benefits to teenaged 
mothers; eliminate increased welfare payments for 
women having additional children while on welfare; 
and cut off all welfare payments for families who have 
received benefits for more than five years, 

In the food stamps program, the measure would 
limit the increase in inflation adjustment for food 
stamps; reducing or eliminating benefits for families 
who may have a moderate amount of assets; and 
require all food stamp recipients between 18 and 50 to 
enroll in a job training or government-sponsored work 
program, or find employment, within 90 days of receiv- 
ing benefits, or they would lose their food stamps. 

The bill would also slash the number of disabled 
children receiving the Supplemental Security Income 
(SSI) benefit. And it would make major changes in the 
federal school lunch program. , 

Even among members of the Republican coalition, 
parts of the bill were considered to have gone too far. 
Some pro-life Republicans and Democrats, who might 
otherwise be expected to support significant welfare 
reform, feared that the measure would encourage

increase in the program). 

Sam Gibbons of Florida called it a “mean bill, mean 
to children." Black Cong. Bill Clay of Missouri asked 
whether the House would take more extreme 
measures if denying benefits to teenaged mothers 
didn’t work: “Castration? Sterilization?” And Cong, 
John Lewis of Atlanta -- in a remark that caused 
Republicans to explode in anger -- used language 
comparing the Republicans cuts affecting the poor, the 
elderly, and the disabled to Hitlerian atrocities, ° 

Thus the consternation among some Republican 
women -- and among some other Republicans as well. 
They are finding that the discussion of welfare reform 
-- which played so well during the campaign -- is now 
bumping up against a different set of emotions as the 
issue is being acted out. 

During the 1994 campaign, John Kasich said that 
the Republican revolutionaries were going to “dis- 
mantle the New Deal,” of which the AFDC program is 
a significant part. And: it is clear that there is 
entrenched and long-lasting”hostility to the welfare 
program -- hostility that exists not only among whites, 
but among Blacks as well. 

But what may be happening to the American people 
-- and to the Republicans -- is that the debate over 
welfare is shifting: from a focus on lazy, idle parents to 

‘their helpless children. 

It is one thing to be "mean" to a shiftless or corrupt 
"welfare queen”; itis quite a different story to be "mean" 
to an innocent child. 

They House Republicans were able to work their 
will, and gain pecan ct their welfare reform proposal. 
It will now go to the Senate, where prospects for 
enactment are uncertain. 

But the battle is not over. And, until the Republicans 
are able to reshape the debate back toward the parents 
and away from the children, they may win the battle 
but lose the war.

The Milestones research stydy, 
Conducted by the Stephenson'Re- 
search Center at the University of 
Missouri School of Journalism, 
shows that Black newspaper ad- 
vertising (42 percent) scored 
higher than radio (32 percent) and 
TV (38 percent) advertising in 
reaching and effectively influeno- 
ing African-American consumer 
patronage. Two-thirds (68 percent) 
of African-Americans surveyed 
read the Black press, and an over- 
whelming 90 percent strongly 
agreed or agreed that Black 
newspapers provide information 
not available in the mainstream 
press. Almost half (47 percent) 
regularly read grocery store ads, 
35 percent read restaurant ads; 44 
percent read ads for discount 
stores, and 43 percent read ads for 
department .stores in the Black 
newspapers.

jetermine if social life in these 
Jnited States of America is not in 


danger of imitating the social life of 
France in the 1800s. 

You need look no further than 
your own neighborhoods and com- 
munities to find "Les Miserables" 
(The Miserable Ones) among us. 
From my neighborhood vantage 
point | can see clearly (daily and 
nightly) some of “Les Miserables" in 
Columbus, Ohio. Youths are devoid 
of hope and self-esteem, dropping 
out of school and wandering the 
streets seeking any means of sur- 
vival. There are young adults un- 
employed and unemployable, 
congregating outside of area car- 
ryout and bars, and using and deal- 


ing drugs. Children are having, 


illegitimate children, exist on wel- 
fare and theft-fare. The homeless 
and mentally-fragile are left to sur- 
vive on the mean streets. Home 
owners are prisoners in their homes 
because of fear to venture outside 
day or night, and are too old or too 
poor to move to a “safer neighbor- 


~ hood." Downsizing and privatizing 


in government and pnvate sector 
employment causes unemploy- 
ment and swells the ranks of Les 
Miserables. 

As an added emphasis of the 
miser-index, | have had a young 
Black male, shot to death else- 
where and dumped in the street 
almost in front of my home...and a 
young Black male, | have known 
from his birth, shot, but survived by 
the grace of God, in a failed robbery 
attempt by Black youths in the 
streets after curfew. | see Les 
Miserables in Columbus, Ohio 
upfront, close, personal and ugly. 
And | am sick of it. Les Miserables 
are crying out, "Help me some- 
body!" It seems that our canabalis- 
tic-Congress cannot hear the cries 
above their feeding frenzy on the 
constituency they are elected to 
protect and represent. The only 


businesses that seem to survive in 
Les Miserables-land are barber- 
shops, beauty parlors, carryouts, 
bars, and oh yes, churches. It is 
amazing how well the three can 
continually co-exist side-by-side, 
Can relief be left to Néwt? Does 
Newt really give a hoot? The 
evidence indicates that the Speaker

Nash takes on White House Personnel office challenge

Bob J. Nash, alongtime aide and 
riend of President Bill Clinton, has 
een handed anew challenge inthe 
Hinton administration - serving as 
he architect and implementer of a 
lew and improved Office of 
residential Personnel. 

As assistant to the president and 
lirector of White House Personnel, 
Job Nash says his biggest chal- 
enge will be assuring that the 
wesidential appointments made 
hroughout the country look like 
\merica, and consist of people who 
ire both highly competent and com- 
nitted to the president's agerida. 

Nash, who is viewed by both 
yeers and others as an asset to the 
resident in whatever capacity he 
inds himself, has served as under- 
secretary for Rural Economic 
Jevelopment at the U.S. Depart- 
nent of Agriculture (USDA) over the 
ast two years. 

“Rural and economic develop- 
nent has been a major part of my 
yersonal and professional life,” he 
says, For 20 years he has played 
in integral part in the changes 
nade in rural development 
hroughout the country, For seven 
of those years he sat two doors 
jown from then Governor Clinton, 
ss his chief advisor of Economic 
evelopment for the state of Arkan- 


sas. He also served in Clinton's 
cabinet as director of the Arkansas 
Finance Authority. 

"During my two years at Agricul- 
ture,” Nash said recently, 
“Secretary Mike Espy and | were 
able to raise rural development on 
America’s radar screen, As a result 
of the president's strong commit- 
ment and that of Secretary Espy, we 
made significant strides in changing 
the culture of doing business with 
America’s rural areas and without 
poorest of citizens. 

Secretary Espy made a commit- 
ment to open up USDA to all people 
of all geographic areas. Our efforts 
included incréasing resources for 
small and disadvantaged farmers 
and for rural development projects 
such as water, sewer and housing.

Museum preserves 
R&B legends 


The Rock and Roll Hall of Fame and 
Museum has received collections representing 
the careers of legendary soul singers Otis Red- 
ding, Wilson Pickett and Curtis Mayfield, 
officials recently announced. All three artists 
are inductees in the Rock and Roll: Hall of 
Fame 

The materials will be exhibited in a display 
that examines the evolution of rhythm & blues 
and soul music, from such early figures as 
Louis Jordan and Big Joe Turner through Red- 
ding, Pickett, Mayfield and other artists from 
the 1960s and ‘70s. Ruth Brown,.La Vern 
Baker, Ike and Tina Turner, James Brown, 
Booker T. and the MGs are among the other 
artists who will be represented in the exhibit: 

“This is one of the museum's key exhibits," 
said Chief Curator Jim Henke. “Rhythm & 
biues is one of the foundations upon with rock 
and roll was built, and I'm proud that we will 
have-a comprehensive exhibit focusing on that 
style of music, In particular, we are very for- 
tunate to be able to focus on such legendary 


artists as Wilson Pickett, Otis Redding and 


Curtis Mayfield." 

The Pickett collection includes his custom 
Gibson J200 acoustic guitar and a black 
jumpsuit he wore on stage. The Redding col- 
lection features lyric manuscripts, tour items, 
photos and a black wool, double-breasted 
sweater that the singer wore during an ap- 
pearance on the Dick Clark television show 
“Where The Action Is." The Mayfield collection 
includes his Fender Telecaster guitar, stage 
costumes (including one from the megahit "Su- 
perfly"), and:other items from both his career 
with The Impressions and later as a solo 
artist. 

Redding was inducted into the hall in 1989, 
He died in a plane crash on Dec. 10, 1967, 
following an appearance in Cleveland on the 
nationally syndicated "Upbeat television show 
Redding is known for such hits as "Can't Turn 
You Loose,” “Try A Little Tenderness” and 
"(Sittin’ On) The Dock Of The Bay," The collec- 
tion was presented to the museum by his 
widow, Zelma Redding. 

Picket was inductdt into the hall in 1991. A 
former member of the quartet The Violinaires, 
Pickett was one of many soul singers to bring 
the style and passion of his gospel roots to 
secular music, He is best known for his hits like 
“In The Midnight Hour," “Mustang Sally" and 
"Funky Broadway,” 

Mayfield, an architect of the Chicago soul 
sound, was inducted into the Rock and Roll 
Hall of Fame as-a member of The Impressions 
in 1991. A founding member of the group 
(along with childhood friend Jerry Butler), 
Mayfield later went on to a very successful solo 
career, The composer/producer/performer is 
known for such memorable hits as “People Get 
Ready,” "We're A Winner,” "Superfly" and 
"Freddie’s Dead,” 

Funkmeister George Clinton toured the 
site of the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame Museum 
recently and presented a sizable donation of 
memorabilia to the museum. The collection 
reflects significant moments in his life and 
career, and will be part of an exhibit on Clinton 
and his long history with "P-Funk" (Parllament 
Funkadelic) 

Highlights of the Clinton donation include 
original sketchbook drawings, his dog shoes 
from the 1982 “Atomic Dog” tour, a long white 
fur coat worn as “Dr. Funkenstein" during the 
1977-78 “P-Funk Earth Tour," platform boots 
worn on stage, personal photographs and his 
“Uncle Jam" top hat. 

The father of "P-Funk" and one of the most 
colorful figures in rock and roll history, Clinton 
began his career in the 1950s with a vocal 
group called The Parliaments, In the 1970s, 
he founded and was the mainstay of the enor- 
mously popular groups Parliament and 
Funkadelic 

"George Clinton has been an enthusiastic 
supporter of the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame 
and Museum for a long time," said Chief 
Curator Jim Henke, "We are honored to have 
acquired such a comprehensive collection 
from him." 

A musical progeny of James Brown and 
stylistic disciple of Sly and the Family Stone, 
Clinton was the standard by which the funk 
movement was measured. His impact on 
popular music is so enduring that many of 
today’s top rap artists routinely “sample” Clin- 
ton originals on their recordings. He was also 
one of the star attractions on-the 1994 Lol- 
lapalooza tour. 

Clinton's hits include the pre-rap '70s narra- 
tive song "Chocolate City,” as well as “Tear The 
Roof The. Sucker," "Flashlight," “One Na- 
tion Under A Groove," ‘Aqua Boogie" and 
“Knee Deep." 

The Rock and Roll Hall of Fame Museum is 
the world's first museum dedicated to the livi 
heritage of rock and roll music. The 150, 

juare-foot facility Is designed by internation- 
ally celebrated architect |,M. Pel. It is 
scheduled to open September 1995 in 
Cleveland.

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How to maintain, 
achieve good credit

Debt has practically become the American 
way. As we become more dependent on credit 
and debit cards, we need to find ways to 
manage our debt. Maintaining a positive credit 
history is important. 

Consumers who need to establish credit or 
repair “bruised credit" can learn that it is not 
always easy to do. However, if you are con- 
sidering owning a home, purchasing or leasing 
an automobile, borrowing money for home 
repairs, school or large purchases, a good 
credit rating is important. Managing your credit 
now will benefit you in the future. 

First of all, credit is a term used by financial 
institutions, businesses and others which can 
include a host of issues. Some areas which are 
considered are your payment. history, your 
debt-to-income ratio, and the number of in- 
quiries on your credit report. 

Lending institutions or companies which 
allow you to borrow money, products or ser- 
vices have.access to credit reports. There are 
local and national reporting services which 
maintain a file of your credit history. These 
credit bureaus provide information to credit 
granters which is used to determine if an in- 
dividual will be approved or denied a request 
for credit 

Adverse credit items typically stay on an 
individual's record for a minimum of seven 
years with the exception of a bankruptcy note, 
which stays On a person's credit report for a 
minimum 10-year period. 

Credit reporting services estimate that only 
one-third of Americans have “A plus" credit 
ratings, with no history oflate rent or credit card 
payments, as well as no history of delinquent 
loans. Most people fall into the “B" class, with 
some history of late payments, and "C" class 
with several cases of late payments and delin- 
quent loans. 


Where to keep your securities

Today, safety and security are 
paramount considerations in almost 
everything that touches our lifestyles, so 
it's not unusual for investors to be con- 
cerned with the question of where to 
store and keep their stocks and bonds. 

Essentially, you have two choices in 
the matter: to hold them yourself or to 
leave them at your brokerage house, 
also known as keeping them in “street 
name." This means that your shares of 
stocks or your bonds are registered in the 
firm's name, along with those of its other 
customers. Periodically, you are notified 
of all account activity, including dividends 
on stocks and interest on bonds that are 
paid directly to the firm and credited to 
your account. > 

For Several reasons, some investors 
prefer to keep physical control of their 
securities, especially if they plan to hold 
them for an extended period of time. 
Some keep these documents in their 
safe deposit boxes, along with other 
valuables. However, not every bank in- 
sures the contents of safe deposit boxes 
and some may suggest that customers 
carry their own insurance. 


THE CALL AND POST, 


Finally, investors who are active in a 
corporation's dividend reinvestment pro- 
gram are required to be a shareholders 
of record and therefore must hold their 
own certificates. However, some 
brokerage firms will hold stock certifi- 
cates registered: in their customers 
names in “custodial accounts.” 

There are many reasons why it is pru- 
dent to leave your securities to street 
name. Foremost among these is the fact 
that, by doing so, your earnings can go 
to work much faster, For example, if you 
have a centralized cash account with a 
brokerage interest payments into a 
money-market fund, if you have in- 
structed it to do go. If, on the other hand, 
the issuers mail hese payments directly 
to you, it’s conceivable that you can lose 
up to two weeks’ earnings while the 
checks are in transit, and while you wait

If you are an active 
investor who retains actual possession of 
your securities and you buy and sell 
often, you would constantly be sending 
your securities by messenger or over- 
night delivery to meet settlement dead- 
lines. Leaving them with your broker 
eliminates this bother and expense

Other investors keep their certificates 
to use as Collateral for loans, However, 
unless you borrow frequently and require 
these documents for this purpose, you 
probably don't need them on hand con- 
stantly. If you do, your brokerage firm will 
provide you with’ your certificates very 
quickly, if you so request. 
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(along with the possibility of losing 
thecertificates in transit) 

For those investors who may wish to 
borrow on a regular basis, keeping their 
documents at a brokerage house is not 
a disadvantage, In fact, they can’borrow 
against their portfolio at very competitive 
rates via margin loans. However, these 
loans require that the securities are in the 
priya possession of the brokerage 
wm. 

Just how safe are the securities you 
keep at your brokerage house? Up to 
$500,000 of a customer's securities - 
$100,000 of which may be in cash -- are 
protected by the Securities Investor 
Protection Corporation (SIPC), of which 
all brokerage firms are members. SIPC 
was created by Congress and is funded 
by the securities industry. In addition 
many firms protect their own customer 
aocounts at’even higher levers. 

Clearly, while there may be some ad- 
vantages to keeping your securities in 
your possession, there are considerably 
more benefits in keeping them’ in street 
name. Your financial advisor will be 
happy to discuss the pros and cons of 
each strategy with you, and is prepared 
to answer many of your questions about 
this important topic.

Led by seniors-to-be Bobby Hoying 
and Eddie George and All-American can- 
didates Orlando Pace, Matt Finkes and 
Mike Vrabel, the Ohio State football team 
Opens spring practice April 4.

There are eight returning starters on 
offense, including Hoying, George and 
Pace, who helped the Buckeyes average 
375 yards and 25.8 points a game in 1994. 

The 6-4 Hoying, who will be in his third 
year as a starter, threw for 2,335 yards 
(the second highest one-season total in 
OSU history) and tied a schoo! record with 
19 touchdown passes last year. He enters 
the 1995 campaign with 3,963 passing 
yards and 28 Touchdown passes, both of 
which rank fifth in OSU annuals.George 
Started for the first time last year and 
responded with 1,442 yards and touch- 
downs on 276 carries. He rushed for 206 
yards against Northwestern and 219 
against Michigan State to become the first 
back in Ohio State history to top the 200- 
yard mark twice in one season. 

Pace, animposing 6-6 and 320, started 
all 13 games at left tackle and was the Big 
Ten Freshman of the Year, The Big "O" will 
be the wheelhorse of an offensive line that 
returns five or six starters, Also back are 
center Juan Porter and tight end D.J. 
Jones, two very, good football players in 
their own right, The only non returnee on 
the offensive line is two-time All-America 
Korey Stringer, a right tackle. Stringer, 
Split end Joey Galloway and flanker Chris 
Sanders are the three vacancies that 
Cooper hopes to fill in April. The latter duo 
combined for 29 receptions and 15 touch- 
downs last season. 

Finkes and Vrabel, quite possibly the 
best pair of defensive ends in college 
football, are two of six returning starters 
form a defense that allowed a miserly 317 
yards and 16.2 points a year ago. The two 

“juniors-to-be combined for 40 tackles for 
joss and 23 sacks as sophomores. Both 
were first-team All-Big Ten selections and 
Finkes was a third-team All-American pick 
by the Associated Press. Vrabel, who set 
a §chool record with 12 sacks, won 
Honorable Mention All-America recogni- 
tion by U.P.I.

Prosecution labels ‘Kato’ 
Kaelin a ‘hostile witness’ 


A big mystery surrounding the 
).J. Simpson case has been 
olved. No, the "real" murderer(s) 
f Simpson's ex-wife Nicole Brown 
jimpson and her friend Ron 
j0ldman has not been found... yet 

The mystery that was solved 
jas that of the manila envelope 
vat surfaced during the pretrial 
earing in July. The defense turned 
ne envelope over to Municipal 
ourt Judge Kathleen Kennedy- 
lowell, who turned it over to Supe- 
or Court Judge Lance Ito. The 
nvelope remained sealed until 
uesday, March 21 

Rumors abounded that the en- 
elope contained a-knife. Those 
umors were true. The envelope 
ontained a knife, but not the knife 
rosecutors believe Simpson used 
) commit the murders. The knife is 
maller than the 15-inch stiletto 
impson purchased at Ross Cut- 
ry weeks before the murders. The 
efense may try to prove that police 
iled to find the knife during their 
aid of Simpson's estate, giving 
ore evidence of their alleged 
loppy work 

Also dn March 21, the lead 
olice detective in the case, Philip 
fanatter, completed his testimony. 
Inder cross-examination by 
efense attorney Robert Shapiro, 
fanatter admitted he made “un- 
nowingly" false statements in ob- 
aining a warrant to search 
impson's estate. Vanatter told: a 
idge Simpson left for Chicago’ on 


an “unexpected” business trip and 
that blood found on his Bronco had 
tested positive as human blood 
Vanatter said he later found out 
Simpson's trip was a long-planned 
business excursion and a test had 
not yet been conducted: on the 
blood found on the Bronco 

Vanatter also admitted he failed 
to record as evidence a vial of blood 
Simpson voluntarily gave police 
during questioning thé day after the 
murders. Vanatter didn't log the 
blood vial until after it was given to 
a criminalist for testing. Shapiro 
suggested the blood may have 
been spilled or contaminated as 
Vanatter moved it from place to 
place 

After Vanatter stepped down 
the prosecution called the much 
anticipated witness Brain "Kato" 
Kaelin to the stand. Kaelin, former 
houseguest of O.J. Simpson and 
bo of Nicole Simpson, gained 
lame, of sorts, during the pretrial 
hearing for his humorous testimony 
on the witness stand. Kaelin 
walked in on Nicole Simpson's 911 
call in October 1993, when 
Simpson broke down her door, but 
Kaelin insists he never saw O.J 
Simpson physically hurt Nicole 

Kaelin was the last person to 
see O.J. Simpson before 
prosecutors say he committed the 
murders. Kaelin testified that he ac- 
companied Simpson to 
McDonald's and returned home 
around 9:45 p.m. on June 12, 1994

The next time Kaelin says he saw 
Simpson was approximately 11 
p.m., before a limousine 
transported Simpson to the airport 
Kaelin also says he heard banging 
on the walls of his quest house at 
10:41 p.m. as he talked on the 
phone. ‘Kaelin’s testimony is sig- 
nificant because Detective Mark 
Fuhrman claims to have found a 
bloody glove matching one at the 
crime scene behind Kaelin's 
quarters 

Simpson insisted on loading a 
duffle bag into the limousine him- 
self, Kaelin testified. The prosecu- 
tion contends that the bag 
contained blood-soaked clothes 
and the murder weapon. Kaelin 
also said he saw blood droplets in 
the foyer of Simpson's house the 
morning after the murders 

Kaelin said O.J° Simpson and 
his lawyers grilled him about 
Simpson's alibi. in a phone conver- 
sation on June 13, Kaelin said O.J 
told him: "Kato, you know | was in 
the house.“ Kato said Simpson's 
lawyers made similar statements to 
him. 

On Thursday, March 23 
Chicago police found what ap- 
peared to be a blood-stained gar- 
ment in an empty lot near the hotel 
where Simpson stayed during his 
June 12 business trip for the Hertz 
corporation. An investigation is 
under way. Court did not convene 
on Friday, March 24, due to a 
scheduling conflict 

Kaelin, a struggling actor, 
seemed jumpy and nervous when 
he first took the stand. As the days 
passed, he seemed more relaxed, 
making the court erupt in laughter, 
including O.J. Simpson, as he 
cracked jokes. His demeanor 
changed on Tuesday, March 28, 
when Ito granted prosecutor Mar- 
cia Clark perrhission to question 
Kaelin as a “hostile witness.” The 
procedure allowed Clark to ask, 
Kaelin leading questions as if he 
was a witness for the defense. 
Clark apparently felt she wasn't 
getting the answers she expected. 

Kaelin made several contradic- 
tory statements during Clark's 
heated, intense line of questioning 
He earlier said Simpson wasn't 
upset after attending his daughter 
Sydney's dance recital the night of 
the murders, then changed his tes- 
timony and said he was. Kaelin 
said Simpson expressed anger 
over his ex-wife wearing a tight 
dress and refusing to let him spend 
time with his daughter after. the 
recital. Kaelin also said Simpson 
stated at least three times during 
the evening that his relationship 
with Nicole was over. Under cross- 
examination by Shapiro, Kaelin ad- 
mitted that he felt “intimidated” by
